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Maupin-Maury 
Campaign 
Moves  Ahead

That  the  Alumni  Association  is 
seeking  money  to  renovate  and 
relocate  the  Alumni  House,  also 
known  as  the  historic  Maupin- 
Maury  House,  is  well-known  in 
the  university.  The  fact  that  the 
building  was  condemned  by  the 
university  on  March  5,  1985,  is 
not. 

An  obsolete  and  dangerous 
electrical  system,  extensive 
termite  damage,  roof  leakage,  and 
plumbing  "beyond  repair"  were 
among  the  reasons  cited  for  the 
condemnation.  The  report  con- 
cluded with  a  warning:  "Demoli- 
tion may  become  necessary."  "We 
didn't  renovate  earlier  because 
those  of  us  involved  didn't  think 
it  would  have  been  good  use  of 
the  money  to  renovate  the  build- 
ing in  its  present  location;  the 
university  wanted  the  land  to 


expand  the  Nelson  Clinic,  and 
simple  maintenance  alone  wasn't 
going  to  solve  anything,"  said  Dr. 
Alton  (Ed)  Hodges,  Jr.  (D.D.S. 
'56),  past  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  newly  appointed 
campaign  chairman.  "If  you  can 
look  ahead  and  see  the  house  in 
its  new  location,  you  can  see  how 
beautiful  it  could  be." 

The  Executive  Committee  voted 
to  move  the  141 -year-old  house  to 
the  lot  across  the  street  in  the 
historic  Valentine  Museum  block 
in  order  to  accommodate  the 
university's  need  for  expansion 
space  and  the  association's  desire 
to  find  a  hospitable  setting  for  its 
headquarters.  After  much  legal 
maneuvering  to  exchange  land 
ownership  and  a  major  campaign 
kickoff  in  mid-1986,  the  move  is 


tentatively  scheduled  for  March 
1987. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Alumni  Association  recently  set 
the  move  in  motion  by  authoriz- 
ing architect  Fred  Cox  of  Marcel- 
lus  Wright,  Cox  and  Smith  to 
begin  preliminary  working 
drawings  for  renovation  of  the 
structure.  "We  had  raised 
$630,000,  just  slightly  shy  of  the 
$650,000  necessary  to  give  the  go- 
ahead,"  said  Mrs.  Franklin  Stone, 
executive  director  of  the  associa- 
tion, "but  we  had  gotten  $21,000 
in  contributions  over  the  previous 
six  weeks,  so  we  were  sure  we 
could  make  up  the  rest  by  No- 
vember." 

Cox  has  been  instructed  by  the 
committee  to  meet  with  William 
Patram,  a  professional  house 
mover  who  last  inspected  the 


house  in  1981,  to  work  out  the 
logistics  of  the  move  and  to 
determine  if  recent  deterioration 
would  hinder  the  project.  A 
general  contractor  will  be  chosen 
in  the  next  several  months. 

A  House  Committee,  made  up 
of  Dr.  Alfred  J.  Szumski  (B.S. 
physical  therapy  '51,  M.A.  '56, 
Ph.D.  physiology  '64),  Mrs.  June 
Turnage  (B.S.  nursing  '59,  M.S. 
nursing  '71),  and  past  association 
presidents  Dr.  O.  T.  Graham 
(M.D.  '53),  and  Dr.  Charles  O. 
Watlington  (M.D.  '58,  Ph.D. 
physiology  '68),  has  been  formed 
to  work  with  the  lawyers,  contrac- 
tor, and  architect  in  expediting 
the  project. 

Mrs.  Frances  W.  Kay  (B.S. 
nursing  '59),  treasurer  of  the 
association  and  executive  editor  of 
the  Scarab,  has  been  hired  also  as 
director  of  development  for  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  Build- 
ing Fund. 

"There  is  no  real  history  of 
fund  raising  here  because  for  a 
long  time  Dr.  Sanger  was  a  one- 
man  fund-raising  operation  and 
then  we  became  part  of  the 
university  and  weren't  allowed 
to,"  noted  Mrs.  Kay.  "So  we're 
starting  from  the  ground  floor;  on 
the  one  hand  it's  depressing,  on 
the  other  it's  terribly  exciting." 

Mrs.  Kay  will  manage  the 
campaign,  coordinating  market- 
ing initiatives  and  special  events 
and  will  keep  an  active  public 
profile  by  attending  state  and 
national  seminars.  She  will  be 
directly  responsible  to  Dr.  Hodges 
and  Alumni  Association  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Marianne  Rollings 
(B.S.  pharmacy  '63). 

"We  all  are  absolutely  commit- 
ted to  this  project,"  said  Mrs.  Kay. 
"This  office  could  function  effi- 
ciently anywhere,  but  my  own 
feeling  is  that  alumni  will  be  more 
inclined  to  come  to  a  place  that 
has  memories.  I've  always  had 
this  warm  'welcome  home'  feeling 
here,  and  a  new  location  is  just 
what  the  house  needs." 

"We've  got  so  much  to  do,"  she 
continued.  "We  must  form  a 


policy  committee,  plan  an  agenda 
for  volunteer  solicitors — really  get 
to  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  the 
campaign.  Thank  goodness  we 
have  a  lot  of  alumni  who  are 
really  dedicated  to  this  whole 
project." 

Dr.  Hodges  chuckles  about  his 
role  in  the  campaign.  "I  suppose 
I'm  the  jack-of-all-trades  in  this," 
he  mused.  Dr.  Hodges'  most 
important  role,  perhaps,  will  be 
that  of  cheerleader  for  a  project  he 
feels  very  deeply  about.  He  will 
be  traveling  state-wide  showing 
the  ten-minute  video  tape  about 
the  project  entitled  "1012  East 
Clay  Street"  to  prospective 
donors. 

Dr.  Harry  I.  Johnson, 
president-elect  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  acting  voluntary 
president  of  the  medical  class  of 
'53,  is  working  toward  a  goal  of 
100  percent  giving  participation 
from  his  class.  His  leadership  gift 
and  that  of  one  of  his  classmates 
are  two  of  the  campaign's  largest 
personal  donations  to  date.  "Dr. 
Johnson  is  forming  a  steering 
committee  to  assist  with  the 


task — it's  an  incredible  commit- 
ment of  time,"  said  Mrs.  Kay. 

Dr.  Johnson  plans  to  raise  more 
than  $100,000  from  his  class 
which  includes  past  association 
presidents  Dr.  O.  T.  Graham  and 
Dr.  Robert  O.  Hudgins.  To 
recognize  the  sizable  donation, 
the  association  will  designate  a 
specific  room  in  the  renovated 
house  to  be  commemorated  in  a 
manner  chosen  by  the  class. 

The  entire  lower  level  of  the 
soon-to-be-relocated  house  has 
been  designated  officially  as  an 
Alumni/Faculty  Club  which  will 
be  equipped  with  dining  facilities 
and  catered  meals.  "We'll  be  able 
to  serve  light  meals,"  said  Mrs. 
Stone.  "If  we  get  enough  money, 
we'll  be  able  to  go  right  into 
Phase  II  (an  addition  built  onto 
the  original  house)  and  plans  call 
for  even  larger  dining  facilities 
there." 

The  house  will  serve  also  as  a 
referral  center  for  continuing 
education.  Plans  include  tracking 
MCV  faculty  seminars  around  the 
state  as  well  as  keeping  an 
accurate  calendar  of  any  continu-

ing  education  throughout  Virginia 
that  might  be  of  interest  to 
alumni. 

"Richmond  and  MCV  have 
changed  tremendously  over  the 
last  20  years,"  Mrs.  Kay  noted. 
"When  the  move  is  completed, 
the  house  will  be  a  familiar  place 
in  a  school  that  changes  almost 
daily." 

"Everything — receptions, 
continuing  education 
information — will  be  in  one 
location  so  people  won't  have  to 
be  running  all  over  downtown  to 
attend  this  seminar  and  that 
brunch,"  she  continued.  "It  won't 
just  be  office  space,  but  a  hospita- 
ble home  away  from  home  on  the 
MCV  Campus." 

One  aspect  of  the  campaign 
that  will  be  of  particular  interest 
to  alumni  is  the  changing  tax  law 
concerning  appreciated  securities. 
Mrs.  Cheryl  Yeaman  of  the 
University  Advancement  Office 
notes  that  alumni  who  wish  to 
reap  the  tax  benefits  of  large 
donations  probably  are  going  to 
be  faced  with  a  federal  deadline. 
"Once  the  law  is  interpreted,  it  is 
probably  going  to  be  to  their 
benefit  to  make  major  contribu- 
tions by  the  end  of  1986  instead  of 
spreading  the  gift  over  three 
years,  or  at  least  to  give  the  bulk 
of  it  before  January  1,"  she 
explained.  "This  is  something 
every  alumnus  should  think 
about." 

Mrs.  Yeaman  is  working  closely 
with  Mrs.  Kay  in  plotting  cam- 
paign strategy.  So  far  plans 
include  alumni  challenge  grants 
and  creating  an  Acquisition 
Committee  to  encourage  alumni 
who  might  not  be  interested  in 
raising  money  to  get  involved 
with  furnishing  the  house.  "We're 
hoping  that  alumni,  as  well  as 
people  who  have  no  connection 
with  the  university,  will  like  the 
tax  break  of  donating  antiques  or 
Oriental  rugs,"  said  Mrs.  Yeaman. 
"There's  also  the  personal  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  these 


I  remember. . . 

The  Maupin-Maury  House  at  1105  East  Clay  Street,  built  in  1845  by  a 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  founding  doctor,  Socrates  Maupin,  was 
purchased  by  the  Alumni  Association  in  1947  as  a  memorial  to  MCV 
graduates  who  lost  their  lives  in  World  War  II. 

Since  the  association  moved  in  in  1950,  the  building  has  housed  The 
Virginia  Association  of  Pharmacy,  fraternities,  students,  parties,  and 
meetings.  Among  those  associated  most  closely  with  the  Alumni 
House  is  Minnie  Franck,  whose  portrait  hangs  over  a  fireplace  in  the 
front  parlor. 

As  executive  director  of  the  Alumni  Association  from  1956  to  1979, 
"Miss  Minnie,"  as  she  is  still  affectionately  known,  was  responsible  for 
writing  and  editing  the  Scarab,  organizing  reunions,  collecting  dues, 
keeping  the  books  for  the  association,  keeping  up  with  correspon- 
dence, and  preparing  meals  for  board  meetings.  Her  blue  eyes  sparkle 
as  she  remembers  her  two  and  a  half  decades  with  the  association. 

"In  those  days  [before  the  merger],  we  had  no  money  whatsoever 
from  the  administration,"  Miss  Minnie  recalled.  "We  did  everything  we 
had  to  do  on  the  $15  dues. 

"They  say  the  average  Alumni  Association  membership  is  about  20 
percent;  our  membership  always  ran  high,"  she  continued.  "The 
School  of  Medicine  often  ran  higher  than  38  percent  participation." 

Mrs.  Cynthia  Williams  Geisert,  B.S.  pharmacy  '81,  has  memories  of  a 
different  sort  of  the  Maupin-Maury  House.  Mrs.  Geisert  and  her 
husband,  Todd,  M.D.  '79,  spent  their  first  year  of  married  life  in  the 
apartment  on  the  second  floor  of  the  house.  "I  was  in  my  first  year  of 
pharmacy  and  my  husband  was  an  ophthamology  resident,  so  it  was 
really  a  convenient  place  for  us  to  live,"  she  mused.  "Todd  could  take 
calls  from  the  apartment,  and  I  could  just  run  across  the  street  for 
class." 

"I  remember  plaster  fell  constantly  from  the  ceiling,"  she  laughed. 
"I'd  do  the  dishes  and  pretty  soon  they'd  be  covered  with  white  dust 


objects  will  be  cared  for  and  on 
display  in  a  historic  house." 

A  follow-up  mailing  in  Decem- 
ber and  a  phonathon  in  the  spring 
are  on  the  agenda  also.  "Then 
there  are  the  staff,  faculty,  and 
new  board  members  who  have 
not  yet  been  solicited,"  she  noted. 
Gifts  and  fund  growth  are  being 
tracked  on  a  green  and  white 
torpedo  poster  that  was  designed 
specifically  for  the  campaign  and 
refers  to  Matthew  Fontaine 
Maury's  famous  invention  created 


in  a  third-floor  bathroom  in  the 
house.

so  I'd  have  to  wash  them  again.  Finally  I  took  a  broom  and  swept  the 
ceilings  and  that  helped  a  little." 

The  second  floor  apartment  consists  of  two  large  rooms,  two  bath- 
rooms, and  a  hallway  converted  into  a  kitchen.  "There  was  no  counter 
space,"  she  said.  "I'd  have  to  put  something  over  the  sink  if  I  wanted  a 
countertop." 

"One  thing  that  was  hard  on  us  was  that  the  thermostat  was  down- 
stairs [in  one  of  the  parlors]  and  when  the  fraternities  had  their  parties 
there  on  weekends,  they'd  get  hot,  turn  the  thermostat  way  down, 
and  then  lock  up,  forgetting  to  turn  it  back  up,"  she  said.  "We  had  lots 
of  freezing  weekends." 

I  also  remember  when  they  were  demolishing  the  house  next  door  to 
build  what's  now  the  R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.  Building,"  she  continued. 
"The  wrecking  ball  would  start  crashing  at  7  am  every  morning.  The 
noise  was  incredible." 

"I  really  have  more  fun  memories  than  bad  memories  of  the  place, 
though.  I  remember  that  the  security  was  awful — you  could  kick  in  the 
doors — c  j  my  husband  got  me  a  burglar  alarm  that  attached  to  the 
door,'  she  said.  "The  only  thing  was,  the  door  was  so  weak  that  when 
the  wind  blew  the  door  shook  so  badly  it  set  the  alarm  off.  The  first 
night  we  put  it  up,  it  went  off  twice  because  of  the  wind.  I  didn't  get 
much  sleep  that  night." 

"It  was  a  good  place  for  a  medical  school  couple  to  start  out,"  she 
recalled,  "but  parking  was  pretty  tough.  I  used  to  beg  the  man  who 
ran  the  parking  lot  next  door  to  let  me  park  there  for  10  minutes  while  I 
ran  upstairs  with  my  groceries.  He  kind  of  grudgingly  agreed,"  she 
chuckled,  "but  he'd  sit  there  with  his  eye  on  his  watch  counting  every 
minute." 

"All  in  all,  it  was  a  very  happy  time,"  she  said.  "Franklin  Stone  and 
the  girls  downstairs  were  so  good  natured  it  made  things  pleasant. 
And  now  I  can  say  to  people  'You  should  have  seen  our  first  apart- 
ment'."

Medical  College  of  Virginia  Hospitals: 

Celebrating  125  Years  of 
Quality  Hospital  Care

A  season  of  celebration  for 
Virginia  Commonwealth  Univer- 
sity began  in  mid-October  with 
the  commemoration  of  the  125th 
anniversary  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospitals 
(MCVH)  and  the  opening  of  the 
renovated  North  Hospital. 

"The  purpose  for  the  anniver- 
sary celebration  is  twofold,"  says 
Dr.  Hunter  Holmes  McGuire, 
chairman  of  the  125th  anniversary 
commemoration  committee. 
"First,  we  want  to  create  pride  in 
those  who  work  at  MCV  Hospi- 
tals with  the  knowledge  of  its  rich 
history  and  traditions.  Second, 
we  want  to  work  to  make  people 
within  the  Richmond  area  and 
Virginia  aware  of  its  unique  role 
as  a  public  teaching  hospital 
through  its  contributions  to  the 
community  and  the  comunity's 
contributions  to  it.  This  is  a  bond 
which  has  lasted  strongly  for  125 
years." 

The  renovated  North  Hospital 
and  newly  constructed  tower, 
which  opened  in  October,  were 
completed  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$26.2  million.  The  hospital 
contains  350  beds  and  houses 
both  outpatient  and  inpatient 
services  such  as  physical  therapy, 
rehabilitation  medicine,  orthope- 
dic surgery,  and  the  clinical 
transplant  center. 

Among  the  events  scheduled 
for  the  simultaneous  anniversary 
and  opening  celebrations  was  an 
orientation  open  house  at  the  new 
North  Hospital  on  October  16  and 
17.  At  that  time  employees  were 
invited  to  tour  the  facilities  and  to

enjoy  refreshments  and  entertain- 
ment. November  10  through  14 
was  designated  "employee  week" 
to  honor  the  many  MCVH  em- 
ployees who  have  provided 
quality  care  and  services  over  the 
many  years  to  the  MCV  Hospi- 
tals' patients,  guests,  and  fellow 
employees. 

Governor  Gerald  Baliles  ad- 
dressed invited  guests  from  the 
Richmond  community  at  an 
anniversary  banquet  on  the  21st 
of  October.  A  formal  dedication 
ceremony  of  the  North  Hospital 
was  scheduled  for  October  27. 

Walking  tours  of  the  MCV 
Campus,  exhibits,  displays, 
brochures,  and  "care"  buttons  for 
the  public  and  employees  were 
part  of  the  larger  celebration.  In 
addition,  VCU  published  a 
history  of  MCV  Hospitals  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Hunter  Holmes 
McGuire,  Jr.,  which  outlines  the 
MCV  Hospitals'  heritage  since 
1861. 

A  Heritage  of  Pride 

Dr.  Hunter  Holmes  McGuire,  Jr., 
is  chief  of  surgical  services  at 
McGuire  Veterans  Administration 
Medical  Center,  professor  of 
surgery  at  the  School  of  Medicine, 
a  graduate  in  the  class  of  1945, 
and  a  member  of  the  McGuire 
family,  whose  legacy  has  been 
inextricably  involved  in  the 
evolution  of  MCV  Hospitals. 

It  is  fitting,  therefore,  that  Dr. 
McGuire  was  asked  to  chair  the 
125th  anniversary  commemora- 
tion committee  and  to  write  the 
history  of  MCVH.  His  great- 
grandfather, Dr.  Hunter  Holmes 
McGuire,  was  professor  of 
surgery  and  founder  of  the 
University  College  of  Medicine. 
His  great-uncle,  Dr.  Stuart 
McGuire,  was  president  of  MCV 
from  1914-1925. 

Though  Hunter  McGuire  claims 
to  be  a  surgeon  rather  than  a

historian  in  a  professional  sense 
of  the  word,  he  enjoyed  research- 
ing and  writing  the  MCV  Hospi- 
tals' history.  "It  is  important  to 
show  what  a  unique  resource 
MCVH  is,  and  has  been,  for  the 
community,"  says  Dr.  McGuire. 
"History  demonstrates  that  MCV 
has  consistently  been  first  in  the 
state  and  in  the  Richmond  area  in 
using  new  medical  phenomena 
such  as  antiseptics,  X-rays,  and 
heart  catherizations.  The  students 
who  came  here  to  learn  came  with

fresh  ideas  and  talents.  They  were 
responsible  for  building  many  of 
the  hospitals  that  exist  in  Rich- 
mond today." 

Prior  to  the  nineteenth  century, 
most  people  did  not  come  to 
hospitals  to  receive  treatment  and 
to  convalesce  but  were  cared  for 
in  their  homes  instead.  "Hospitals 
as  we  think  of  them  today  were 
just  beginning  to  evolve  in  the 
early  nineteenth  century,"  says 
Dr.  McGuire.  "MCV  got  its  start 
just  as  the  idea  of  hospitals  began 
to  catch  on." 

Dr.  McGuire  explained  that 
within  its  short  history  MCV 
Hospitals  has  faced  persistent 
problems.  For  example,  at  times 
the  demands  of  medicine  have 
exceeded  available  resources, 
private  hospitals  have  increased 
competition  for  both  resources 
and  patients,  and  health  care  has 
become  a  profit-making  industry. 

"The  people  who  suvive, 
however,  are  the  ones  who  give 
the  best  service  for  the  least  cost," 
Dr.  McGuire  says.  "You  survive 


by  doing  things  right.  As  a  public 
teaching  hospital,  this  'right 
thing'  may  be  different  for  MCV 
Hospitals  than  for  other  hospitals. 
For  instance,  we  must  teach, 
learn,  and  take  care  of  people 
who  can't  get  care  in  other  places. 
Without  functions  such  as  these, 
we  aren't  doing  things  right." 

While  the  motives  of  the  health 
care  professionals  who  work  at 
MCV  are  as  diverse  as  the  people 
themselves,  Dr.  McGuire  feels 
that  generally  most  are  driven  by 
a  desire  to  share  their  thoughts 
and  to  discuss  ideas  with  others. 
He  believes  that  a  teaching 
hospital  such  as  MCVH  provides 
professionals  with  unique  oppor- 
tunities to  demonstrate  their 
expertise  to  others.  "When  I  was 
in  private  practice  I  hated  to  see  a 
patient  go  home  because  he  or 
she  was  the  only  one  who  knew 
what  a  good  job  I  had  done,"  Dr. 
McGuire  says. 

In  the  final  analysis,  however, 
Dr.  McGuire  notes  "a  hospital  is 
not  a  building,  an  organization,  or 
a  science.  It  is  people.  And  the 
people  who  work  for  VCU  know 
that  their  ultimate  challenge  is  to 
prove  that  their  personal  sense  of 
caring  equals  their  technical  and 
scientific  curiosity." 

The 

Administration's 

Commitment 

Encouraging  a  sense  of  personal 
care  for  patients  and  visitors  in 
the  minds  and  attitudes  of  hospi- 
tal employees  is  one  of  Carl  R. 
Fischer's  primary  goals  as  execu- 
tive director  of  MCV  Hospitals. 
As  he  explains  the  importance  of 
guest  and  employee  relations, 
service,  comfort,  and  care  in  the 
workplace,  it  seems  as  if  the 
discussion  concerns  the  opening 
of  a  luxury  hotel  rather  than  the 
recent  changes  and  expansion  of 
the  MCV  Hospitals.  "I  want  to 
draw  upon  the  hotel  image  and 
expand  upon  it  to  make  it  rele- 


vant to  the  administration  of  the 
hospitals.  It  is  important  to 
consider  patients  and  visitors  as 
guests,"  says  Mr.  Fischer. 

To  foster  the  development  of 
this  attitude,  every  hospital 
employee  will  participate  in  a 
guest  relations  program  that  will 
emphasize  concern  for  patients 
and  visitors  as  individuals, 
respect  for  other  employees, 
understanding  of  their  jobs,  and 
the  importance  of  an  atmosphere 
of  cooperation. 

The  many  changes  that  are 
currently  taking  place  at  MCV 
Hospitals  provide  a  unique 
opportunity  to  cultivate  the 
executive  director's  ideals.  With 
the  opening  of  North  Hospital, 
for  example,  MCV  Hospitals  can 
now  proudly  claim  that  it  sup- 
ports over  1,000  patient  beds,  in 
private  and  semi-private  rooms, 
that  are  all  less  than  five  years 
old.  "This  means,"  says  Mr. 
Fischer  "that  MCVH  is  compara- 
ble to  any  medical  facility  in  the 
Richmond  community." 

Mr.  Fischer  commented  on  the 
importance  of  other  recently 
expanded  services  and  up-to-date 
technological  advances.  For 
example,  MCV  Hospitals  has 
purchased  a  Dornier  Lithotripter, 
which  painlessly  crushes  kidney 
stones  inside  the  body  with  shock 
waves,  eliminating  the  need  for 
surgery.  A  whole-body  magnetic 
resonance  imaging  (MRI)  scanner 
began  operation  in  March  1986. 
The  MRI  can  identify  neurosurgi- 
cal, neurological,  urologic,  and 
orthopedic  problems  more  clearly 
than  other  diagnostic  techniques. 
A  new  toll  free  telephone  service 
that  provides  medical  consulta- 
tion for  all  physicians  in  Virginia 
was  installed  in  April  1986.  "I 
want  to  get  across  to  the  commu- 
nity that  we  are  here  to  serve  all 
types  of  medical  needs,"  says  Mr. 
Fischer. 

Initially  attracted  to  MCVH 
largely  because  of  its  distinctive 


reputation  as  a  public  academic 
health  center,  Mr.  Fischer  is 
striving  to  make  the  community 
more  aware  of  its  excellence.  "I 
came  here  at  a  good  time,"  he 
notes.  "In  the  last  ten  to  15  years, 
MCV  Hospitals  has  put  down 
some  deep  roots,  and  now  we  are 
starting  to  see  the  blossoms." 
With  persons  such  as  Carl  Fischer 
in  charge,  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  MCV  Hospitals  will 
continue  to  grow  strong. 

MCVH  Friends 
Who  Make  a 
Difference 

In  addition  to  salaried  profession- 
als like  Carl  Fischer,  dozens  of 
friends  lend  their  creative  talents 
and  energy  to  support  the  mainte- 
nance and  growth  of  MCV 
Hospitals.  In  1971  Hester  Abbott 
and  Elsie  Fiske,  two  volunteers, 
initiated  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  Hospitals'  Auxiliary  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  Univer- 
sity in  order  to  evaluate  the  needs 
of  the  hospitals  in  terms  of 
volunteer  service  and  to  fulfill 
those  needs  whenever  possible. 

Auxiliary  members,  such  as 
President  Deanna  Ermer,  serve  as 
volunteers  on  a  regular  basis.  "I 
have  just  been  president  since 
May,"  says  Ms.  Ermer,  "so  I  am 
still  learning  facts  and  figures,  but 
I  am  sure  over  300  people  volun- 
teer time  and  services  to  enhance 
patient  care  at  the  hospitals." 
Mrs.  Connie  Finkler,  the  full-time 
director  of  volunteer  services, 
coordinates  volunteer  activities 
each  day. 

Deanna  Ermer  was  encouraged 
by  a  friend  to  visit  MCV  Hospitals 
and  to  try  volunteering.  Now  she 
is  hooked.  "MCV  Hospitals  is  an 
exciting  place  to  be  because  it  is 
one  of  the  top  medical  centers  in 
the  U.S.A.,"  she  explains.  "Right 
now  the  Richmond  community 
doesn't  know  the  greatness  of 
MCVH.  When  I  first  moved  to 


Richmond  in  1983,  I  wanted  to  get 
involved  in  the  life  of  the  city," 
says  Ms.  Ermer,  "and  I  have 
found  my  place  here." 

One  of  the  auxiliary's  most 
relied-upon  volunteers  is  Russell 
Fiske,  who  served  as  director  of 
the  hospital  pharmacy  and 
associate  professor  in  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  prior  to  his  retire- 
ment in  the  1960s.  Mr.  Fiske,  who 
is  familiar  with  every  inch  of 
MCVH,  spends  two  or  three  days 
a  week  volunteering.  "The 
hospitals  are  very  diversified  and 
very  large,"  says  Mr.  Fiske,  "and 
there  is  a  great  need  for  volun- 
teers to  assist  patients  and  their 
families." 

One  of  his  principal  duties  is 
acting  as  liason  between  the 
operating  room  and  the  family 
waiting  areas.  "The  surgeons  will 
come  down  after  surgery  to  speak 
with  the  families;  however,  the 
waiting  can  get  very  long,"  says 
Mr.  Fiske.  Volunteers  monitor 
specific  aspects  of  the  surgery, 
such  as  whether  or  not  an  opera- 
tion began  on  time,  and  report 
this  information  to  the  waiting 
families  to  reduce  anxiety. 

Volunteers  work  directly  with 
patients  too,  bringing  them  mail, 
flowers,  books,  or  snacks.  "We  try 
to  make  the  hospital  a  human 
place,"  Mr.  Fiske  says.  Over  the 
years  he  has  seen  many  changes 
at  MCVH.  As  the  hospitals 
system  has  diversified  and 
enlarged,  the  need  for  volunteers 


has  increased.  "We  do  need  more 
people,"  he  says.  "We  are  relying 
more  on  the  community  to 
provide  support.  It  is  a  fulfilling 
place  to  be — you  can  sit  and  work 
and  help  people." 

The  Hospital 
Hospitality  House 

Volunteers  provide  assistance  to 
MCVH  in  many  ways  and  the 
Hospital  Hospitality  House  is  an 
outstanding  example  of  the 
magnitude  of  their  support. 
When  a  hospitality  house  for 
families  of  patients  opened  in 
Charlottesville  in  the  early  1980s, 
the  women  of  the  MCV  Hospital's 
Auxiliary  thought  "we  should 
really  have  one  here,"  says  Dolly 
Hintz,  past  president  of  the 
auxiliary  and  key  figure  in  the 
launching  of  the  Hospitality 
House  project. 

Mary  Still,  director  of  volunteer 
services  at  that  time,  was  acutely 
aware  of  the  number  of  patients 
and  families  who  came  to  MCVH 
from  outside  the  Richmond  area, 
says  Mrs.  Hintz.  A  nearby  facility 
to  house  family  members  and  to 
provide  a  warm  and  caring 
atmosphere  could  be  a  tremen- 
dous bonus  for  MCVH. 

In  1983  the  auxiliary's  special 
projects  committee  assigned 


member  Jackie  Nichols  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  opening  such  a 
facility  in  Richmond.  Mary  Still, 
Jackie  Nichols,  and  Dolly  Hintz, 
president-elect  of  the  auxiliary, 
attended  a  conference  in  Atlanta 
which  had  been  organized  by 
other  hospitality  house  facilities 
from  around  the  country.  They 
brought  back  information  about 
every  aspect  of  hospital  hospital- 
ity houses  from  fund-raising  to 
furnishing  and  day-to-day  main- 
tenance. 

Their  first  project  was  to  locate 
a  house,  and  fortunately  someone 
remembered  the  Zeigler  House  on 
Marshall  Street.  "It  had  been  kept 
up  on  the  outside,"  Mrs.  Hintz 
reflected,  "but  the  inside  was 
really  run  down."  The  Board  of 
Visitors  conditionally  agreed  to  let 
the  auxiliary  use  the  house  for 
their  project.  "They  were  very 
supportive,"  says  Mrs.  Hintz, 
"but  they  made  it  clear  that  we 
would  have  to  raise  the  money  on 
our  own." 

And  raise  the  money  they  did. 
"We  began  with  $3,000  from  the 
auxiliary,  and  from  there  things 
just  took  off,"  she  says.  The  kick- 
off  campaign  in  August  1983 
received  a  great  deal  of  press 
coverage  and  people  were  enthu- 
siastic about  the  Hospital  Hospi- 
tality House  cause.  One  volun- 
teer's husband  assisted  in  creating

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a  slide  presentation  which  was 
taken  to  scheols,  clubs,  and 
churches.  "We  raised  a  great  deal 
in  a  short  time  through  the 
tremendous  cooperation  of 
everyone  involved.  While  we  did 
have  fund-raising  projects,  many 
people  individually  making  small 
donations  is  what  made  the 
difference.  That's  how  $170,000 
was  raised." 

The  Hospital  Hospitality  House 
opened  in  January  1985.  Since 
that  time  over  2,000  people  have 
been  guests  there.  "The  house 
still  looks  great,"  says  Mrs.  Hintz, 
"because  the  guests  take  care  of 
it.  They  are  really  appreciative. 
They  also  take  care  of  each  other, 
and  that  is  one  of  the  house's 
most  important  aspects.  All  of  the 
guests  at  the  house  have  family 
members  staying  at  MCV  Hospi- 
tals, many  of  whom  have  critical 
problems,  but  when  they  get  back 
to  the  house  they  can  sometimes 
forget  their  own  problems  and 
take  care  of  one  another." 


The  Hospital  Hospitality  House, 
located  at  1006-1008  East  Marshall 
Street,  provides  free  lodging  to 
families  of  patients  who  live  beyond  a 
30-mile  radius  of  Richmond.  The 
three-story  house,  which  can  accom- 
modate 28  overnight  guests,  furnishes 
them  with  a  place  to  sleep,  cook, 
shower,  do  laundry,  or  just  relax. 
Emotional  and  spiritual  support 
services  are  available.  The  house  is 
staffed  by  Rev.  Judy  Allen,  executive 
director,  Robert  Allen,  resident 
manager,  and  Malai  Keophumihae, 
administrative  assistant. 


The  Hospitals 

Hundreds  of  hours  and  a  great 
deal  of  hard  work  have  gone  into 
providing  a  nearby  home  for  the 
families  of  MCVH  patients.  It  is 
this  same  kind  of  dedication 
which  now  provides  over  1,000 
patient  beds  that  are  less  than  five 
years  old  in  the  Main  and  North 
Hospitals.  Over  the  years,  all  of 
the  MCV  Hospitals  were  built 
under  the  guidance  of  its  leaders 
to  provide  care  and  service  to  the 
Richmond  community  and 
beyond.  While  some  of  the 
hospitals  still  exist  in  various 
states  of  architectural  grandeur, 
others  are  no  longer  here.  Below 
are  brief  vignettes  on  some  of  the 
most  well-known. 

The  Early  Days     It  was  1838  that 
the  president  and  trustees  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  ap- 
pointed six  professors  to  the  new 
Department  of  Medicine  located 
in  Richmond,  Virginia.  The 
college  rented  the  Union  Hotel  at 
19th  and  Main  Streets  as  an 
instructional  facility  for  its  first 
class  of  46  medical  students.  At 
the  end  of  the  first  academic 
session,  14  students  received  their 
medical  degrees.  Within  five  years 
the  Department  of  Medicine 
received  funds  from  the  city  of 
Richmond,  the  Virginia  General 
Assembly,  and  through  loans  to 


build  the  Egyptian  Building, 
completed  in  1845,  which  stands 
today  at  the  corner  of  Marshall 
and  College  Streets. 

In  1853  a  controversy  arose 
between  the  faculty  and  22 
Richmond  physicians  concerning 
the  appointment  of  a  new  profes- 
sor. The  trustees  relied  upon  the 
advice  of  the  area  physicians, 
which  alienated  the  faculty  and 
eventually  led  to  a  break  with 
Hampden-Sydney.  On  February 
25,  1854,  the  Medical  Department 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
became  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia. 

The  College  Infirmary/Old  Dominion 
Hospital    In  1860  the  state  of 
Virginia  gained  control  of  the 
institution  and  provided  "$30,000 
for  a  new  three-story,  brick 
building  with  75  beds,  central 
heat,  and  gas  lights.  Located 
across  the  court  from  the  Egypt- 
ian Building  and  at  first  called  the 
College  Infirmary,  it  was  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia's  first 
true  hospital"  (McGuire,  1986,  p. 

!)■ 

During  1861  the  infirmary 
housed  1,254  patients  of  whom 
1,015  were  soldiers  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  Army.  In  fact,  shortly 
after  the  Civil  War  erupted,  the 
college  played  an  important  role 
in  the  education  of  Confederate

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surgeons.  The  cost  of  care  at  that 
time  was  about  $5  per  week  ($7- 
$15  for  a  private  room)  with  a 
small  additional  charge  for 
surgery. 

Due  to  financial  constraints, 
rooms  in  the  building  were  sold 
or  rented  to  local  churches  in 
1874.  These  churches  organized  a 
private  hospital  in  the  building, 
appropriately  named  the  Church 
Institute.  In  1876  the  hospital 
closed  briefly  but  later  reopened 
in  1877  as  the  Retreat  for  the  Sick. 
The  faculty  of  MCV  placed  the 
Retreat  under  the  direction  of  a 
committee  of  women  who  repre- 
sented Richmond  churches.  In 
1883  the  building  was  again 
required  by  the  Medical  College, 
so  the  Retreat  moved  to  a  private 
residence  and  the  hospital  build- 
ing was  eventually  renovated  and 
renamed  Old  Dominion  Hospital. 

UCM  and  the  Virginia  Hospital     In 
1881  Dr.  Hunter  McGuire,  MCV's 
first  postwar  professor  of  surgery, 
resigned  from  MCV.  In  1893  he 
created  a  new  school,  the  Univer- 
sity College  of  Medicine  (UCM) 
with  its  own  63-bed  Virginia 
Hospital,  located  at  11th  and  Clay 
Streets.  Competition  between 
MCV  and  UCM  was  fierce,  but 
both  schools  continued  to  be 
successful  at  attracting  students 
and  patients.  The  competition 
worked  to  the  benefit  of  all,

however,  for  it  was  during  this 
period  that  many  medical  and 
technological  advances  were 
realized. 

The  Virginia  Hospital  had  been 
built  in  1811  by  Dr.  John  Brocken- 
brough,  who  resided  there  until 
he  built  and  occupied  the  home 
now  known  as  the  White  House 
of  the  Confederacy.  The  hospital 
initially  was  the  clinical  facility  for 
UCM  but  was  returned  to  MCV 
when  the  institutions  merged. 
The  building  later  became  an 
outpatient  clinic  and  was  razed  in 
1956  in  order  to  build  the 
McGuire  Hall  Annex.

Memorial  Hospital/MCV  South 
The  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine existed  as  a  separate  entity 
for  20  years.  Following  the 
publication  of  Abraham  Flexner's 
report  of  1910  on  the  status  of 
American  medical  education, 
MCV  and  UCM  were  consoli- 
dated in  1913  under  the  name  of 
the  older  Medical  College  of 
Virginia. 

As  incentive  for  a  peaceful 
consolidation,  the  stockholders  of 
the  Charlotte  Williams  Hospital 
offered  the  hospital  to  the  boards 
of  the  two  colleges  in  exchange 
for  their  promise  to  consolidate 
and  assume  the  hospital's  out- 
standing indebtedness.  The 
hospital  had  been  erected  as  a 
memorial  to  Charlotte  Randolph 
Williams,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  L.  Williams,  who  was 
drowned  at  Old  Point  Comfort, 
July  7,  1884.  When  the  hospital 
was  deeded  to  MCV  in  1913,  the 
name  was  shortened  to  Memorial 
Hospital;  it  eventually  became 
known  as  MCV  South  Hospital. 

St.  Philip/MCV  East  and  the  Dooley 
Hospital    On  the  site  of  MCV's 
original  hospital  (the  College 
Infirmary),  the  St.  Philip  Hospital 
for  black  patients  was  erected  in 
1920  with  $250,000  solicited  from 
Richmond  citizens.  While  the 
hospital  improved  care  for  Rich- 
mond's black  citizens,  it  also 
contributed  to  segregation  in 
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Richmond.  The  MCV  hospitals 
were  consolidated  in  1965,  and  St. 
Philip  Hospital  was  renamed 
MCV  East  Hospital. 

The  Dooley  Hospital  also  was 
completed  in  1920  with  funds 
donated  by  Major  James  H. 
Dooley  of  Maymont.  The  Dooley 
Hospital,  which  stands  between 
the  Egyptian  Building  and  the 
East  Hospital,  administered  care 
specifically  to  children  for  more 
than  40  years. 

MCV  Hospital/MCV  West     It  was 
with  great  pride  that  a  $2.5 
million  scientific  and  architectural 
masterpiece,  MCV  Hospital, 
opened  in  1941.  MCV  Hospital,  or 
MCV  West  Hospital,  as  it  was 
later  called,  was  funded  with 
grants  from  the  Public  Works 
Administration  and  the  state, 
loans  from  local  banks,  and 
private  gifts  from  friends. 

On  its  opening  night  only  one 
patient  inhabited  the  18-story 
building.  William  Austin  Gills,  64,

checked  into  a  private  room  on 
the  14th  floor,  with  a  nurse, 
dietitian,  two  maids,  an  orderly, 
and  an  intern  to  care  for  him. 
When  Gill's  physician  advised 
him  to  check  into  a  hospital,  a  bed 
in  a  double  room  was  available  in 
Memorial  Hospital.  Gills  declined 
to  go  there  because  he  did  not 


want  to  share  a  room  with  an- 
other patient.  He  wanted  privacy 
and  privacy  he  got! 

MCV  West  has  housed  many 
patients  since  that  night;  how- 
ever, its  last  residents  are  sched- 
uled to  move  into  the  new  North 
Hospital  this  fall. 

The  Ennion  G.  Williams  Hospital/ 
MCV  North  Medical  advances 
made  in  the  early  1950s  showed 
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that  victims  of  tuberculosis  could 
benefit  greatly  from  chest  sur- 
gery. In  a  joint  project  with  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  a  50- 
bed  surgical  diagnostic  unit  and  a 
200-bed  sanatorium  division  for 
tubercular  patients,  plus  200 
additional  beds  for  patients  in 
medicine,  pediatrics,  and  psychia- 
try, were  completed.  The  hospi- 
tal, originally  named  the  Ennion 
G.  Williams  Hospital  after  the  first 
state  health  commissioner  of 
Virginia  and  member  of  the  MCV 
faculty  from  1901-1923,  was 
renamed  MCV  North  Hospital  in 
1965.  The  newly  renovated  North 
Hospital  will  maintain  this  name. 

Main  Hospital    On  June  20,  1977, 
construction  began  on  a  new 
Medical  College  of  Virginia 
hospital.  Plans  called  for  585,000 
square  feet  of  space  within  the 
facility,  prompting  one  adminis- 
trator to  remark  that  "the  new 
hospital  could  contain  three  of 
our  larger  existing  hospitals  and 
there  would  be  room  leftover." 
The  14-story  structure  opened  in 
June  1982,  touted  as  "one  of 
Virginia's  largest  acute  care 
hospitals."  The  new  hospital 
facility  provided  both  a  full 
spectrum  of  emergency  treat- 
ments to  severely  injured  patients

as  well  as  expanded  and  im- 
proved health  care  in  such  areas 
as  cancer  care,  burn  care,  pulmo- 
nary and  coronary  care,  and 
transplantation. 

These  hospitals,  as  well  as  others 
that  have  sprung  from  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia,  have 
served  well  the  community,  state, 
and  region  over  the  past  125 
years.  Countless  people  have 
helped  to  build  MCV  Hospitals 
into  one  of  the  best  public  teach- 
ing hospitals  in  the  world.  To 


make  the  community  aware  of 
this  and  to  salute  those  responsi- 
ble, we  celebrate  this  fall  the 
125th  anniversary  of  MCV  Hospi- 
tals.

As  Scarab  readers  know,  Ed  is 
immediate  past  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  has  been 
interested  in  the  moving  of  the 
Maupin-Maury  House  since  the 
inception  of  the  idea  a  few  years 
ago. 

Other  articles  relating  to  the 
fund-raising  campaign  and  the 
moving  of  the  house  also  appear 
in  this  issue  of  the  Scarab. 

University-wide 
Campaign  to  Start 

As  most  Scarab  readers  know, 
VCU  is  on  the  threshold  of  its  first 
university-wide  fund-raising 
campaign. 

Charles  G.  Thalhimer,  a  long- 
time supporter  of  VCU  and 
retired  vice-chairman  of  Thalhi- 
mer Brothers,  Inc.,  has  been 
named  chairman  of  the  $52 


million  campaign  by  the  Board  of 
Visitors. 

Mr.  Thalhimer,  in  turn,  ap- 
pointed Richmonders  James  C. 
Wheat,  Jr.,  Wallace  Stettinius,  and 
Wyatt  S.  Beazley  III  (M.D.  '61)  to 
serve  as  vice-chairmen  to  oversee 
major  areas  of  the  campaign. 

Dreams  for  this  campaign 
began  in  1978  with  the  arrival  on 
campus  of  Dr.  Edmund  F.  Ackell 
as  VCU's  third  president.  Dr. 
Ackell  saw  at  once  the  need  for 
dramatic  expansion  in  the  ad- 
vancement area,  encompassing 
alumni  affairs,  public  relations, 
etc.  He  quickly  began  an  organi- 
zation process  to  expand  these 
activities. 

In  1983  Dr.  Ackell  brought  in  a 
well-known  national  consultant 
firm  to  help  organize  the  first 
major  fund-raising  campaign  and 
to  evaluate  progress  to  date.  The 
firm  recommended  that  a  cam- 


paign be  begun  in  several  years. 

The  university  next  named 
David  W.  Brown  vice-president  to 
continue  the  expansion  of  the 
fund-raising  programs  begun 
under  the  late  T.  Edward  Temple 
and  to  initiate  a  university  fund- 
raising  campaign.  Mr.  Brown 
came  to  VCU  from  the  Colonial 
Williamsburg  Foundation  where 
he  was  director  of  development. 
Previously  he  had  been  corporate 
relations  director  at  Cornell 
University. 

Among  the  immediate  changes 
Mr.  Brown  initiated  was  the 
adoption  of  a  marketing  orienta- 
tion in  the  development  office, 
the  reorganization  of  the  office, 
and  the  appointment  of  three  new 
professionals,  Jane  H.  Carlson,  as 
director  of  foundation  relations; 
G.  Richard  Wainwright,  as 
director  of  corporate  relations;

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and  Cheryl  G.  Yeaman,  as  direc- 
tor of  capital  projects;  to  join 
Robert  J.  Fagg,  Jr.,  already  on  the 
staff  as  director  of  annual  giving. 

These  core  fund-raising  staff 
support  the  various  committees  of 
volunteers  who  assist  in  the  fund- 
raising  campaign,  and  this 
organization  structure  is  modeled 
after  that  in  place  at  most  major 
research  universities  in  the  United 
States. 

The  official  campaign  will  be 
seeking  gifts  to  all  schools  of  the 
university,  with  the  majority  of 
money  being  sought  for  endow- 
ments (such  as  the  W.  T.  Thomp- 
son, Jr.,  Endowment  Fund), 
faculty,  students,  research,  and 
some  capital.  Goals  are  split 
equally  between  the  two  cam- 
puses. 

The  MCV  Alumni  Association 
of  VCU  and  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion, integral  parts  of  the  campus 
structure,  are  involved  actively  in 
securing  funds  for  the  moving  of 
the  Maupin-Maury  House  (see 
update  that  begins  on  page      )  as 
well  as  for  the  schools  and 
departments  on  the  MCV  Cam- 
pus. Gifts  to  the  Maupin-Maury 
House  fund-raising  campaign  will 
be  considered  donations  to  the 
VCU  $52  million  Campaign.  The 
MCV  Foundation  serves  as  the 
respository  of  funds  given  to 
MCV  Campus  programs. 

Gifts  to  MCV 
Foundation  Are  Up 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Foundation  ended  fiscal  1985-86 
with  record-breaking  gains.  The 
gift  total  for  the  year  was  $3.1 
million,  a  121  percent  increase 
over  last  year's  total  of  $1.4 
million. 

Eleven  new  funds  were  es- 
tablished with  the  $2,219,645 
received  in  endowment  support 
by  the  foundation;  two  of  the 
funds  were  set  up  to  establish 


chairs  in  pulmonary  medicine  and 
surgery. 

The  MCV  Hospitals  Hospitality 
House  Endowment  Fund  was 
established  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital  Hospitality  House  to 
meet  the  operating  expenses  of 
the  house  where  families  of  out- 
of-town  patients  may  stay  while 
relatives  are  being  treated  at  MCV 
Hospitals. 

Loan  programs  in  the  School  of 
Medicine  were  strengthened  by 
two  large  bequests:  $292,000  was 
received  from  the  estate  of  the 
Mrs.  Hazel  L.  Coffindaffer  and 
$700,000  from  the  Dorothy  Velma 
Clark  Loveall  Memorial  Loan 
Fund. 

A  bequest  of  $300,000  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Albert  del 
Castillo  is  to  used  by  the  Massey 
Cancer  Center  as  permanent 
endowment  for  research  activi- 
ties. 

Margaret  Harvell  bequeathed 
$119,602  to  the  foundation  to 
support  research  programs  in 
muscular  dystrophy,  lung  and 
respiratory  diseases,  and  blood 
diseases. 

The  estate  of  Dr.  William  H. 
and  Elizabeth  W.  Hoskins  set  up  a 
charitable  remainder  trust  to 
perpetually  fund  a  scholarship  in 
their  name. 

Other  new  endowment  funds 
include  the  Seymour  Schotz 
Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  and 
A.  Jarrell  Raper  Scholarship  Fund, 
both  for  medical  students;  the  M. 
Bruce  Rose  Scholarship  Fund  for 
pharmacy  students;  the  Chris- 
topher Wadsworth  Memorial 
Fund  to  provide  emergency  funds 
for  dental  students;  and  Lewis  R. 
Belote  Memorial  Fund  for  dental 
student  emergency  loans. 

The  1985-86  fiscal  year  marked 
the  first  year  that  the  MCV 
Foundation  received  and  dis- 
persed funds  for  current  opera- 
tions on  the  MCV  Campus, 


expanding  the  foundation's  ability 
to  become  a  total  fundraising 
entity. 

Current  operational  funds 
totaled  $909,931,  including  a  gift 
of  $40,000  from  the  Hoge  Founda- 
tion and  a  gift  of  $50,775  from  Mr. 
William  H.  Sykes  Jr.  to  the  Mas- 
sey Cancer  Center. 

A  current  operations  fund  was 
established  by  Olin  Chemical  to 
support  the  work  of  Dr.  Philip 
Guzelian  in  the  Division  of 
Clinical  Toxicology  and  Environ- 
mental Medicine.  Sterling  Drug 
Co.  established  a  similar  current 
fund  for  the  support  of  a  clinical 
pharmacy  fellow. 

The  Richard  S.  Reynolds 
Foundation  gave  $100,000  for 
current  support  of  neurosurgery 
research. 

The  Pew  Memorial  Trust  gave 
$32,000  and  pledged  an  additional 
$68,00  to  support  current  educa- 
tion programs  in  the  School  of 
Dentistry.  Also,  several  gifts  were 
made  to  the  New  Ventures 
Program  for  Excellence  in  Health 
Administration. 

The  foundation  continued  to 
enjoy  endowment  support  from 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Thomas,  who  gave 
more  than  $32,000  in  gifts  to  the 
Thomas  Fellowship  in  rheumeto- 
logical  studies.  Support  was 
continued  for  another  project,  the 
Muir  professorship  and  lectures 
in  orthodontics,  with  more  than 
$40,000  in  funds  from  the  estate 
of  Norborne  F.  Muir. 

Corporate  gifts  include  $100,000 
from  Ethyl  Corporation  to  the 
Ethyl  Cancer  Research  Endow- 
ment Fund,  $25,000  from  Merck, 
Sharp  &  Dohme  Inc.  in  support  of 
programs  in  the  Division  of 
Immunology  and  Connective 
Tissue,  and,  $25,000  from  Owens 
and  Minor  Inc.  to  the  Payne 
Endowment  Fund  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy.

At  VCU,  alumni  of  all  schools 
are  being  encouraged  to  do  just 
that — become  involved  with  their 
school. 

Given  the  character  and  com- 
plexity of  the  university,  Presi- 
dent Edmund  F.  Ackell  has 
encouraged  each  school  to  pro- 


mote its  own  programs  with 
alumni  and  the  corporate  commu- 
nity in  conjunction  with  the 
development  staff,  Alumni 
Associations,  and  MCV  Founda- 
tion, which  serve  as  supportive 
units. 

With  the  assistance  of  the 
deans,  David  W.  Brown,  vice- 
president  for  advancement,  has 
created  a  new  organization  of 
external  affairs  officers  to  work 
closely  with  the  central  staff, 
alumni  associations,  and  deans. 
Although  each  school  has  its 
individual  concept  of  what  its 
external  affairs  officer  should  do, 
all  of  the  officers  coordinate  fund 
raising  and  activities  for  alumni 
through  the  alumni  associations, 
central  staff,  and  MCV  Founda- 
tion, the  latter  serving  as  the 
repository  of  funds  given  to  MCV 
Campus  programs.

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Grant  to  Continue 
Cancer  Study 

Non-rhabdomyosarcoma,  a  group 
of  soft  tissue  cancers  involving 
areas  other  than  the  bone,  is  the 
focus  of  a  five-year  $250,000 
research  grant  from  the  National 
Cancer  Institute. 

Currently,  the  most  effective 
form  of  treatment  for  non- 
rhabdomyosarcoma  is  unknown, 
according  to  Dr.  Harold  Maurer, 
study  coordinator  and  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics. 

This  study  represents  the 
fourth  phase  of  a  long-term 
research  project  at  the  MCV 
Campus  involving  childhood 
cancer.  Begun  in  1972,  the  study 
has  increased  the  five-year 
survival  rate  of  children  suffering 
from  rhabdomyosarcoma  to  66 
percent.  Before  the  study,  the 
survival  rate  was  20  percent. 

MCVH  Has  Home 
I.V.  Program 

The  Home  Infusion  Therapy 
Program,  a  joint  effort  established 
by  MCV  Hospitals,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Internal  Medicine,  and 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  trains 
patients  to  use  intravenous  and 
catheterization  procedures  at 
home. 

After  thorough  evaluation  and 
training  in  the  hospital,  patients 
in  the  program  are  sent  home 
with  a  week's  worth  of  drugs. 
They  then  return  to  the  hospital 
and  are  seen  by  members  of  the 
home  infusion  therapy  team:  a 
physician,  a  pharmacist,  and  a 
nurse  clinician.  Typically  the  team 
spends  three  sessions  with 


patients  teaching  them  about 
drug  risks  and  how  to  administer 
drugs  properly. 

According  to  Dr.  Thomas 
Kerkering  (M.D.  '74),  assistant 
professor  of  infectious  diseases, 
the  home  I.V.  program  can  save  a 
patient  from  one  to  five  weeks  in 
the  hospital. 

The  MCVH  program  is  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  Richmond  area. 

Hasty  Honored 
at  White  House 

John  Hasty  (B.S.  pharmacy  '56), 
assistant  professor  in  the  School 
of  Pharmacy,  received  the  Phar- 
macist of  the  Year  Award  from 
first  lady  Nancy  Reagan  in  a 
ceremony  at  the  White  House  on 
July  30. 

Mr.  Hasty,  who  owns  the  Plaza 
Pharmacy,  Inc.,  in  Hayes,  Vir- 
ginia, was  recognized  for  organiz- 
ing Virginia's  Impaired  Pharma- 
cists Program  which  involves 
peers  who  are  specially  trained  to 
investigate  and  intervene  on 
behalf  of  fellow  impaired  pharma- 
cists. 

The  award,  which  was  given  by 
the  Pharmacists  Against  Drug 
Abuse  Foundation,  includes  a 
$10,000  prize.  Mr.  Hasty  has  said 
that  he  will  present  a  $7,500 
scholarship  to  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  and  a  $2,500  cash 
donation  to  Virginia's  Impaired 
Pharmacists  Program. 

Active  in  drug  abuse  education 
and  prevention  programs  for 
many  years,  Mr.  Hasty  helped 
organize  the  Virginia  Federation 
of  Parents  for  Drug  Free  Youth 
and  in  1982  received  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists- 
Parke  Davis  Drug  Educator  of  the 
Year  Award.  That  award  resulted 
in  a  $1,000  scholarship  for  the 
School  of  Pharmacy.  He  is  presi- 
dent of  the  Virginia  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  for  1986-87. 


Annual  Giving 
Increases 

The  university's  1985-86  Annual 
Giving  Program  exceeded  its  goal 
of  $350,000  by  almost  $50,000,  a 
60  percent  growth  rate  over  what 
was  raised  in  1984-85.  According 
to  Robert  J.  Fagg,  Jr.,  director  of 
the  program,  financial  participa- 
tion of  alumni  increased  from 
about  6  percent  to  just  over  10.1 
percent. 

The  $398,000  raised  during  the 
1985-86  annual  giving  year 
includes  approximately  $20,000 
contributed  by  School  of  Medicine 
alumni  to  the  Medical  Student 
Study  Lounges  Project. 

The  annual  giving  goal  for 
1986-87  is  $500,000.

Newsmakers 


Dr.  Stephen  M.  Ayres,  dean  of 
the  School  of  Medicine,  gave  the 
Simon  Rodbard  Memorial  Lecture 
at  the  American  College  of  Chest 
Physicians'  52nd  Annual  Assem- 
bly in  September.  His  lecture  was 
entitled  "Multiple  Organ  Failure: 
Scientific  and  Organizational 
Issues." 

Dr.  John  A.  Cardea,  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Orthopedic 
Surgery,  was  honored  at  a  recep- 
tion by  orthopedic  residents  and 
attending  staff  for  his  leadership 
and  devotion  to  the  residency 
program.  Chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment since  1976,  Dr.  Cardea  has 
trained  38  residents  who  practice 
orthopedic  surgery  in  12  states. 

Dr.  Robert  J.  DeLorenzo,  chair- 
man of  the  Division  of  Neurology, 
has  won  a  $1.8  million  Jacob  Javits 
Neuroscience  Investigator  Award 
from  the  National  Institute  of 
Neurological  and  Communicative 
Disorders  and  Stroke. 

The  seven-year  grant  will  help 
Dr.  DeLorenzo  and  other  re- 
searchers continue  their  examina- 
tion of  the  role  calcium  plays  in 
brain  cells,  particularly  cells 
damaged  by  stroke  and  epilepsy. 

Dr.  DeLorenzo  is  the  fifth 
researcher  on  the  MCV  Campus 
to  win  a  Javits  grant,  which  brings 
the  university's  support  from  that 
fund  to  more  than  $5  million. 
Other  researchers  on  the  MCV 
Campus  who  hold  Javits  grants 
are  Dr.  Hermes  A.  Kontos  (Ph.D. 
'67),  vice  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  internal  medicine;  Dr. 
John  T.  Povlishock,  professor  of 
anatomy;  Dr.  George  H.  DeVries, 
professor  of  biochemistry;  and 
Dr.  Anthony  Marmarou,  profes- 
sor of  surgery. 


Dr.  William  R.  Garnett  (B.S. 
pharmacy  '69),  associate  professor 
of  pharmacy  and  pharmaceutics, 
has  been  appointed  to  a  three- 
year  term  on  the  Board  of  Phar- 
maceutical Specialties  by  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Associ- 
ation Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Hermes  A.  Kontos  (Ph.D. 
'67),  professor  and  vice  chairman 
of  internal  medicine,  has  been 
selected  to  receive  the  National 
Heart,  Lung,  and  Blood  Institute's 
new  Method  to  Extend  Research 
in  Time  (MERIT)  Award. 

The  prestigious  award  provides 
extended  grant  support  to  investi- 
gators whose  research,  compe- 
tence, productivity,  and  scientific 
contributions  are  distinctly 
superior  and  whose  area  of 
research  is  of  recognized  impor- 
tance or  of  special  promise.  Cited 
as  deciding  factors  in  awarding 
the  grant  were  Dr.  Kontos'  work 
on  the  role  of  oxygen  radicals  in 
the  pathophysiological  response 
to  hypertension  and  brain  injury 
and  on  microcirculatory  tech- 
niques with  respect  to  brain 
microvasculature . 

Dr.  William  R.  Krause,  assistant 
professor,  Department  of  Biome- 
dical Engineering,  recently 
received  the  Leroy  Wyman  Award 
from  the  American  Society  for 
Testing  and  Materials.  The  award 
is  presented  annually  to  an 
engineer  who  has  made  outstand- 
ing contributions  to  the  develop- 
ment of  standards. 

Dr.  Gregory  O'Shanick,  associate 
professor  of  psychiatry  and 
director  of  the  medical  psychiatry 
service,  has  co-edited  a  book 
entitled  Psychiatric  Aspects  of 
Trauma,  the  first  book  ever  pub- 
lished that  deals  solely  with 
physical  trauma  and  the  emotions 
that  accompany  it.
